b. Our office has completed the stakeholder input project on the Council Resolution to
process an ordinance to add Source of Income as a protected class to the housing
discrimination ordinance. We did not find a consensus among the stakeholders. Austin
Tenants” Council has previously cited a figure of nearly 80,000 units falling within the
Fair Market rent limits and that do not accept Housing Choice vouchers. Although these
units would become available to voucher holders if Council adds this protected class,
with the current Austin occupancy rate at approximately 95%, the approximate number of
additional units would only be 4,000.

2 of the City Code.

b. Recommendation to City Council on adding Source of Income as a protected class to
Chapter 5-1 of the City Code.
